Tin* report shows that there was a 
otal of 216 arrests made during the 
year, and that the police answered 
1 total of 526 calls. 
As usual the 
argest number of arrests was for 
intoxication, tlie number being eigh- 
y-nine.

were charged with gaming.

senate foreign relations committee. 
It was said Stone was commission­ 
ed to sound out congress on endorse­ 
ment of th© note.

Civic organizations and municipal 
officials in a great many towns are 
devoting attention t" the appearance 
of the business and residential dis­ 
tricts. 
Handsome building- are be­ 
ing erected, streets are improved and 
lawns and curb plat- made beautdul 
at great expense. 
I he idea i- an ex­ 
cellent one as everybody would much 
prefer to live 
amid 
attractive sur- 
rrounding-. 
Rut 
the 
trouble with 
the majority of such campaigns i- 
that they are 
not 
extended to the; 
outlying sections. 
Through every town, and especial­ 
ly those that have two or more rail­ 
roads. thou.-ands of passengers p a - 
each month. Each one of these p a s ­ 
sengers get a “car window impres­ 
sion" of the town. 
It is quite often 
the ease that the railroads and trac­ 
tion lines do not 
pass through the 
most attractive sections of th< city. 
As a general rule, the streets along 
railroad tracks are neglected. 
The 
territory at the outskirts of the city 
is generally a dumping ground for 
cans, ashes and rubbish. The vacant 
lots are unsightly, and it is surpris­ 
ing that this feature of the civic 
beauty campaigns has been so gener­ 
ally slighted. 
With very little trouble the rub­ 
bish along the railroad tracks could 
be removed. With practically no ex­ 
pense unsightly spots at 
the out­ 
skirts of the city could be made at­ 
tractive. 
A few 
nails 
and a few 
boards would straighten up the rick­ 
ety back fence and the woodshed or 
coal house could be put in good con­ 
dition without any outlay of cash. 
Such 
changes cannot 
take place 
without first instilling in the minds 
of the residents the value of civic 
pride. 
They must be impressed with 
the value of the “car window impres­ 
sions” and what they mean to the 
city. 
Railroad companies 
are 
taking 
greater interest in the appearance <>l 
their depots and other buildings. 
A 
few years ago 
little 
attention was 
given to the condition of the railroad 
yards but the officials learned that 
well kept surroundings were a good 
advertisement for the roads* 
It' the 
railroads.have found the movement 
worth while, why should a city not 
find it equally valuable? 
There is a 
chance for almo.-t every city to make 
improvement along this city. 
1 here 
is a chance for the civic organiza­ 
tions in this city to accomplish much. 
We are just entering upon the New 
Year and one of the mor-t valuable 
resolutions we, as a city, could make 
would be to get results along this line 
during the early spring.
